“The way I felt, I wanted to 
be alone,” Shoulders told re- 
porters at Wailuku. “I thought 
I could get away from it by 
visiting my son and daughter- 
in-law. Now all I am doing is 
driving them crazy.

In Honolulu, Shoulders told 
the Associated Press: “I hope to 
live here.”

“I have retired,” but, 
after a brief pause, changed his 
statement to: “I have resigned.”

AEC RELEASES 
NUCLEAR PATENT 
FREE TO INDUSTRY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (UP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion released today for royalty- 
free use by private industry the 
famous basic patent on nuclear 
reactors which it purchased 
earlier this year for $300,000. 

The historic patent was issued 
on July 2, 1940, to Enrico Fermi, 
Bruno Pontecorvo and three 
other Italian physicists. Fermi, 
a Nobel Prize winner, later 
moved to America and played a 
leading role in developing the 
atomic bomb. He now lives in 
Chicago and is still active in 
United States atomic research. 

Pontecorvo, who worked also 
on the wartime atomic project, 
disappeared from Great Britain 


to have gone behind the Iron 
Curtain to aid the Russian 
atomic project. 
Pontecorvo’s share of the 
$300,000 patent award has been 
deposited in the United States 
Treasury where he can elaim it 
only by coming here in person. 


17 REPORTED DEAD IN FIRE

BOSTON, Nov. 2 (AP)—At least 
17 persons were reported dead 
today in a fire aboard the Nor- 
wegian freighter Black Falcon 
tied up at the Army base in 
South Boston, security officer 
Maj.

‘Suicidal Fatalism.’ 

“Our people, appalled by the 
magnitude and stubbornness of 
the manifestations of lawless- 
ness, tend to sink into a suicidal 
fatalism that accepts violence, 
crime, injustice and misgovern- 
ment as part of the natural and 
changeless order of things.” 

Jackson said the prestige and 
authority of law as a _ social 
force “is very much what the 
lawyers make it.” 

Speaking of global develop- 
ments, Jackson said: 

“The titanic struggle for mili- 
tary superiority now being 
waged between nations is on 
the assumption that material, 
not moral, force will determine 
the destinies of people. 

“No nation is more force- 
minded today than our own. 
The people are burdened and 
unhappy under it, but they do 
not know how to withdraw be- 
cause the stakes seem to be so 
high that the dreadful game 
must be played on to fortune 
or ruin. 

“And within each nation the 
internal struggle for power be- 
tween classes, creeds, races and 
ideologies tends to take on the 
same uncompromising charac- 
ter.” 

Jackson said the legal profes- 
sion in this country has pro- 
claimed its belief in law and in 
the rule of law as the best hope 
to bring order and peace to the 
nation and world. 

“And if a peaceful and stable 
international order ever is 
reached,” he said, “it is not rash 
to predict that it will result 
from the acceptance by the pro- 
fessions of all nations of an in- 
ternational rule of law as a curb 
on lawless power in contro] of 
great states. I do not expect that 
in my time.” 


BLAST CUTS OFF WATER

Jordan authorities found foot- 
prints of two persons leading 
away from the explosion scene 
toward the Hassassah hospital, 
which is in a demilitarized zone 
of the suburbs. The explosion 
occurred about two miles from 
the hospital.

Reds May Use Dispute. 


The broadcast dispute had 
stirred speculation the Reds 
might try to use it to get out ot 
the talks in an effort to avoid 
the face-losing refusals they 
have had so far. 


Out of more than 900 Chinese 
P.O.W.s interviewed, only 20 
asked to go home. The Reds 
then insisted on North Koreans 
—who came only after a long 
verbal struggle—and they were 
turned down again, 437 to 21. 


However, the Reds got an un- 
expected prize Monday—the 21 
Chinese and North Koreans who 
turned themselves over to the 
Indians asking for repatriation. 


The Indians said two of the 
group were P.O.W.s beaten Sun- 
day in Compound 28 and six 
were potential witnesses in the 
murder investigation. Thirteen 
of the prisoners came in a group. 

All but the six witnesses were 
returned to the Reds in a cere- 
mony Monday afternoon. On 
meeting Communist newsmen, 
they told lurid stories of hang- 
ings, knifings, clubbings, buri- 
ings and cannibalism in the 
compounds. 


The killing of the Chinese 
prisoner by Indian guards came 
after the Communists brought 
back two former Chinese P.O.W.s 
who had lived in the compound 
but who later had asked for re- 
patriation and were turned over 
to the Reds at Panmunjom. 


The two, who said they were 
“eyewitnesses” to the alleged 
murder, identified 7 P.O.W.s as 
suspects and 16 as material wit- 
nesses. 


P.O.W.s Refuse to March. 


The compound’s prisoners 
loudly refused to march through 
an identification line yesterday. 
However, this morning, a bat- 
talion of Indian guards marched 
into the stockade and surround- 
ed other compounds nearby. 

The P.O.W.s had been warned 
to stay inside their tents and 
keep quiet and were told that 
bullets would meet any effort to 
rush Indian guards. But one 
prisoner bolted out of his tent 
five minutes before the identi- 
fication parade started. 

He ran straight into the mid- 
dle of about 50 Indian soldiers, 
lined up double file.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. | 
2—The American resolution for 
United Nations examination of 
“atrocities committed by the 
North Korean. and Communist 
forces against U.N. prisoners of 
war in Korea” was adopted over 
Russian dissent in the 15-mem- 
ber steering committee by vote 
of 12 to 2 today. 
Only Russia and Poland voted 
afainst putting the item on the 
agenda of the General Assem- 


At the suggestion of Britain, 
the Steering Committee decided 
to by-pass debate in the U.N.’s 
60-nation Political Committee 
and refer the question directly 
to the Assembly. 

It appeared certain the As- 
sembly would ratify the Steer- 
ing Committee recommendation 
tomorrow. 

Says U.S. Invented Charge. 

In opposing the move, Russia 
accused the United tSates of in- 
venting false charges that U.N. 
prisoners of war were tortured 
and killed by their Red captors 
in order to block peace parley 
negotiations at Panmunjom and 
to increase world tensions. 

Andrei Y. Vishinsky, Soviet 
Union delegate, declared in the 
steering committee that by mak- 
ing demand for a U.N. airing 
of the subject of Communist 
atrocities in Korea, Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. was “playing directly 
into hands of United States re- 
actionary circles” which wanted 
“to frustrate peace” in Middle 
and Far East. 

Taking the floor promptly 
after Lodge formally requested 
Mme. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, 
Assembly President, to enter- 
tain his motion to include the 
item on the Assembly «agenda as 
a matter of concern to all U.N. 
members, iVshinsky asserted the 
charges of Communist brutality 
was “a tissue of slander.” 

Evidence Lacking, He Says. 

He argued there was not 
enough evidence to support 
American claims to place the 
subject on the agenda, He said 
the United States presentation 
was “an invention and falsifica- 
tion” intended to thwart efforts 
toward peace and to gain sup- 
port for its policy of increasing 
armaments.

SAN SALVADOR, Nov. 2—El 
Salvador, coffee-rich Central 
American country soon will be- 
come headquarters for a Central 
American anti-Communist net- 
work. Domestically, it is trying 
to ease the pressures of poverty 
that feed Communism. Dapper 
Roberto Canessa, Salvador’s New 
York-educated Foreign Minister, 
gives the definite impression 
that his Government is coh- 
cerned over a Red conspiracy 
from Communist-dominated 
Guatemala. 

Canessa has taken a leading 
role in the decision of four Cen- 
tral American Governments to 
set up, within an organization of 
CentrAl American states, a coun- 
ter-Red offensive. Guatemala 
elected to withdraw rather than 
|participate in action against 
Communism with Salvador, Hon- 
|duras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 
All four countries either have 
outlawed the Communist party 
or cracked down hard on all 
Communist activity. 

Salvador long has been con- 
sidered a “powder keg”—a tiny, 
overcrowded, hard-working coun- 
try of millionaire coffee grow- 
ers on the one hand and strug- 
gling workers on the other and 
not much in between. The gov- 
ernment of President Oscar 
Osorio, however, seems bent on 
trying to narrow the dangerdus 
economic gap. 

Going up by the hundreds are 
government-built low-cost hous- 
ing units which will be sold to 
workers on easy payment plans. 
A labor code has been put into 
effect, an economy-stimulating 
hydro-electric project is near- 
ing completion, and other gov- 
ernment social and economic re- 
forms are gradually taking hold.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., Nov. 2 
(AP) — Gov. Herman E. Tal- 
madge of Georgia declared to- 
day that a Supreme Court deci- 
sion to end racial segration in 
southern schools would be 
“nothing less than a major step 
toward national suicide.” 

Talmadge, chairman of the 
Southern Governors Conference, 
said any such “political deci- 


sion” by the high court would 
involve “the most foolhardy so- 
ciological calamity in our na- 
tional history.” 

“Nothing could injure our na- 
tional strength more than a 
blatantly. unconstitutional and 
wholly unrealistic ruling by the 
Supreme Court outlawing state 
control over education,” he said 
in an address before the opening 
session of the southern govern- 
ors’ annual meeting. 

“Every person of reason 
knows, and the court should 
take judicial notice of the fact, 
that we are making unprece- 
dented progress in the South 
and, let alone, we can work out 
our own problems within the 
proper sphere of state author- 
ity.” 

13 Governors Attending. 

Thirteen governors of states 
below the Mason and Dixon line 
were on hand for a meeting with 
the Southern Regional Educa- 
{ion Board prior to an afternoon 
roundtable discussion of state 
school system problems. 

The Supreme Court has 
scheduled December hearings 
on racial segration cases which 
have aroused most of the Dixie 
governors. There have been 
moves in South Carolina toward 
setting up a private school sys- 
tem if the court holds that Ne- 
groes must be admitted to white 
schools. 

Gov. James F. Byrnes of that 
state was scheduled to join in 
the afternoon discussion, along 
with Govs. John S. Battle of 
Virginia, William C. Marland of 
West Virginia and Lawrence 
Wetherby of Kentucky. 

The governors get a first hand 
report on another problem when 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
speaks to them tonight at their 
annual state dinner. »” 

Almost without exception, the 
Democratic governors said de- 
clining farm prices are making 
trouble for the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration in their states. 

- Defended by Republicans. 

Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin 
of Maryland, sole Republican at 
the conference, said he has 
“great faith” in Benson and be- 
lieves it was a “tremendous mis- 
take” for Semator Young (Rep.), 
North Dakota, to call for the 
Secretary's resignation. 

“Benson has his feet on the 
ground,” McKeldin said. “If his 
policy is sound, we ought not to 
let pressure groups change it. 
We ought not to run for cover 
just for fear of losing a few 
votes.” 

Talmadge left no doubt about 
where he stands on the separate: 
school issue in a speech in which 
he also criticized the foreign 
program and called for early 
enactment of “a sound farm 
program.” 

Talmadge said race relations 
fn the Soufh now are better 
than they ever have been, and 
that hundreds of millions of dol- 
Jars are being spent to provide 


equal schools for whites and

He said an anti-segregation 


ruling by the high court would 
destroy the progress that already 
has been made. 

The governors applauded 
briefly but vigorously when Tal- 
mage concluded his remarks.

“I am pleading for positive 
Protestantism—I am fed up with 
negative Protestantism,” the 
Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
told an overflow crowd last night 
at Kiel Auditorium, where he 
was the speaker at the annual 
Reformation service of the Me- 
tropolitan Church Federation. 

This service followed the 3 
p.m. Reformation service of the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Sy- 
nod held at the same place. The 
preacher at the afternoon serv- 
ice was the Rev. Dr. Otto A. 
Geiseman of River Forest, Ill. 
The Rev. Dr. Fosdick, 75 years 
old, is pastor emeritus of River- 
side Baptist Church, New York 
City, and former radio preacher 
on a national network. Doors to 
Convention Hall had to be closed 
before the meeting opened at 8 
p.m., after all standing room 
was taken. The audience in- 
cluded 2200 students from eight 
colleges in the St. Louis area. 

Co-Operation Urged. 

“Let positive Protestantism, 
in every area where co-opera- 
tion is possible, co-operate with 
Roman Catholicism,” the Rev. 
Dr. Fosdick said. “I am as far 
from being a Roman Catholic as 
anybody here, but still I say, for 
the sake of our nation and the 
world, let the best in Protestant- 
ism do everything possible to 
co-operate with the best in Ro- 
man Catholicism. 


“The points of conflict be- 
tween us are many and obvious, 
and today they are acrimonious- 
ly stressed. We will not have 
an American ambassador at the 
Vatican — but, then there are 
strong Roman Catholic voices in 
the United States which agree 
with us. 

“We will not have public 
funds used for the support of 
private and parochial schools, 
whether Protestant or Catholic 
but many Romanists affirm this, 
too. 
“Roman Catholicism is not 
nearly so monolithic and unani- 
mous as many think it is. De- 
spite the infallibilities that Ro- 
man Catholics may not deny, 
there are endless differences 
among them about policies, 
strategies, and even teachings, 
Church-State Relationship. 
“Or with regard to relation- 
ships between church and state 
—a realm where we American 
Protestants today are deeply ap- 
prehensive concerning Roman 
Catholic theories and purposes 
—let us never forget that on 
that point we Protestants do not 
come into court with clean 


hands; that in one country after 
another where Protestants are 
a majority, there are today 
established national, Protestant 
churches with important dis- 
criminatory privileges that Ro- 
man Catholics are denied. 

“The American system sepa- 
rating church and state has not 
yet, by any means, been unani- 
mously accepted by Protestant- 
ism. And let us not forget 
either that millions of loyal 
American Catholics thoroughly 
agree with us about our na- 
tional policy—the clear separa- 
tion of church and state. 

“There «re areas where, in a 
city like this, they can co-ope- 
rate. Do your remember Sir 
Wilfred Grenfell’s story? Once 
in Labrador he amputated the 
leg of a Roman Catholic woman. 

“Later, speaking in New Eng- 
land in a Congregational church, 
he made a.plea for a wooden 
leg for uis patient, difficult to 
obtain in Labrador. After the 
service a Methodist woman said 
that she would give him a 
wooden leg worn by her Pres- 
byterian husband until his 
death. 


“And Sir Wilfred Grenfell 
summed it up thus: ‘When I, an 
Episcopalian, took that Presby- 
terian leg, given by a Methodist 
woman ir a Congregational 
church, and fitted it on my Ro- 
man Catbolic friend, it enabled 
her to walk perfectly.’ 

Forward-Looking Movement. 

“Protestantism is a dynamic, 
forward-looking movement. _ It 
is bound by no past infallibili- 
ties. It denies its basic nature 
if it ever becomes smug, com- 
placent, static. It is young, yet 
committed by its essential char- 
acter to reform every reforma- 
tion, to go beyond every status 


uo. 

“Fifty years ago Thomas Edi- 
son said, ‘What mans’ mind can 
create, man’s character can con- 
trol.” That is the  sixty-four- 
dollar question now. What we 
face today is the stupendous 
fact that while science can give 
us power, science alone cannot 
determine how we shall use it. 

“Science alone cannot, save us. 
We desperately need the gospel 
for the transformation of our 
personal lives and the ethical 
reformation of our societies. 
Don’t take it from me—teke it 
from one of .the outstanding 
scientists, your own Dr. Arthur 
Compton: ‘Science has created a 
world in which Christianity is 
an imperative.’”

New Lion Arena, Pheasant ‘Runs’ 


Project to Increase 


Shows From 900 to 2500 — 14 
‘Cage Rooms’ for Stars. ' 


Seating Capacity at 


Bids were received today for 

a new lion traifiing and seating 

arena at the Zoo, which will 

nearly triple the seating capacity 

for the lion shows, and for a 
lay area for pheasants. 

e proposed additions will 

be the first major construction 


at the Zoo since 1941, when the!’ 


chimpanzee arena was built, and 
will mark the completion of 
plans in progress for several 


years. 

Architect’s drawings for the 
new lion arena call for an in- 
crease in seating capacity from 
900 persons to 2500. The build- 
ing will have 14 “cage rooms” 
for the animal stars, and will 
eliminate awkward maneuvering 
of the big cats from their pres- 
ent quarters in the basement of 
the lion house to the present 
arena. 

Eventually, according to long- 
range plans, the entire lion 
house will be incorporated into 
buildings at the site of the new 
arena and the present lion house 
will be converted to either a 
public pavilion or housing for 
another display. 

The new arena will be be- 
tween the primate house and the 
present lion house. The build- 
ing will be of yellow brick, and 
the show cage will be construct- 
ed of smaller-diameter bars to 
furnish better visibiity. Seats 
will follow a natural slope of 
the ground to furnish unob- 
structed view of the show area,

which will be 40 feet in diame- 
ter—an increase of 10 feet over 
the present stage. 

A roof, furnishing shade for 
spectators, will be over the new 
seating area, and the new arena 
will be heated for winter train- 


ing. 

Additionally, show animals 
will be visible, through large 
windows, when not performing. 
Under the present system most 
of them, when offstage, are in 
a lower tier inaccessible to spec- 
tators. Bench beds will be pro- 
vided in each cage for the ani- 
mal actors. 

The proposed pheasantry will 
be the first such attraction at 
the St. Louis Zoo—an elaborate 
system of “runs” leading from 
a central display group. 

“Pheasan*s are the most pop- 
ular bird exhibit, except for 
birds of paradise,” said a Zoo 
spokesman, “Lhe pheasantry 
will allow us to show 17 dif- 
ferent display units.” The new 
pheasant quarters—the Zoo now 
has only about a half-dozen 
pheasants—will be on a sloping 
area adjacent to the tropical 
bird house and south of the big 
bird cage. 

Landscaped with pools and 
shrubs, the area will furnish 
quarters for pea fowl and other 
exotic birds, as well as for 
pheasants, f 

Bids for the projects will be 
accepted until Nov. 23 by the 
Zoological Board of Control.

Everywhere else, in the Middle East and in Northern Africa, 
the report says, Communists still lack what they potentially have 
in Iran—the strength to alter the structure of society by revolu- 


tionary action. 


“Taking account both of their 
present weakness and their most 
promising opportunities,” the 
report says, “the Communists of 
the area have in recent years 
placed primary emphasis on dis- 
crediting the western powers, 
including the United States, 
rather than on destroying the 
internal bulwarks of reaction 
within each country. 

Two Immediate Objectives. 

“Everywhere, even in Iran, 
Communists have therefore two 
major immediate objectives: To 
build a reliable and sizable 
cadre of trained Communists, 
and to establish the broadest 
possible popular front with local 

nationalist groups opposed to 
political ties with the West. 

“In Iran, where the Soviet 
Union continues to press for 
the fulfillment of its two 
priority objectives—to sepa- 
rate Iran from the West and 
to deprive the West of Ira- 
nian oil—the following factors 
are likely to shape events and 
determine whether the Com- 
munist Tudeh party gains 
power: The potentially revolu- 
tionary situation in Iran; the 
increasing disintegration of 
the traditional social, political, 
and ideological framework; 
Tudeh’s own revolutionary im- 
petus; and the absence of any 
other major opposition to the 
Communist party should the 
national front or its major 
components disintegrate. 

“Should Iran turn Communist, 
the impact in the Arab world— 
given the basic weakness of 
many ruling groups and the dis- 
content among the younger, 
more educated urban population 
-—may improve the climate for 
Communist activities and cause 
Communists to become more ag- 
gressive. 

“For the time being, however, 
Communist objectives in the 
Arab world and Israel include, 
specifically, efforts to: 

“Bring about the dissolution 
of all formal local ties with 
the West. 

“Render suspect all United 
States aid programs to the 
area. 

“Deepen sentiment against 
any western-sponsored re- 
gional defense scheme. 

“Encourage the nationaliza- 
tion of foreign-owned enter- 


es. 
ggg - O trade with the 
Soviet bloc. 

“Create, in the process of 
national liberation from west- 
ern control, a more democratic 
and socialist state under Com- 
munist control. 

“Communist objectives are in- 
trinsically related to Communist 
tactical requirements: Most of 
the specific aims are intended to 
appeal to the broadest possible 
segments of prevailing public 
opinion, to lead such opinion 
into Communist-controlled chan- 
nels, and finally to pervert local 
nationalist and reformist drives 
to Soviet purposes. 

Limited Tactical Maneuvers. 

“In practice, however, the 
Communist parties of the Mid- 
dle East and North Africa have 
been compelled by their own 
organizational and financial 
weakness to confine themselves 
to far more limited tactical ma- 
neuvers. They have exacerbated 
riots or helped to turn political 
demonstrations to violence, and 
thus increased tension with a 
limited expenditure of direct 
effort. They have used the Par- 
tisans of Peace, the only Com- 
munist front which has achieved 
any significant size in the area, 
and to some degree have’ infil- 
trated non-Communist organi- 
zations and newspapers to en- 
courage further local hostility 
against military or political con- 
nections with the West. 

“Their local opponents have, 
in general, tended to ascribe to 
them far greater powers of ini- 
tiative, penetration, organization 
and tactical prowess than the 
Communists presently possess. 

“This tendency of some local 
governments to magnify Commu- 
nist strength in the Arab world 
is often impelled by (1) a gen- 
eral feeling of insecurity; (2) a 
lack of precise information on 
this subject; (3) an uncertainty 
as to the nature of Communism; 
(4) a maneuvering to shift the 
blame for violence on others; 
(5) a political strategy to define 
a large internal menace com- 
pelling national unity; and (6) 
a hope to tar the opposition with 
the Communist label. 

Communist Anti-Zionism. 

“There was no evidence that 
the Soviet emphasis on anti- 
Zionism in the winter of 1952- 
53 had been deliberately de- 
signed or was being used for 
Communist exploitation in the 
world. Some Arab nationalists 
have found it useful to play up 
the difference in Soviet and 
Western attitudes on Zionism 
and the continued menace of 
Israel in pursuit of their own 
objectives. In Israel, the re- 
inforced Soviet campaign against 
Zionism has seriously weakened 
Communist control over the ex- 
treme left wing of the country. 

“At present, the Commu- 
nist parties in the Middle East 
are small, reaching potenti- 
ally dangerous proportions 


only in Iran. The parties in 
Syria, Lebanon, and Israel 
are probably next in size al- 
though they are considerably 
behind Iran in numbers. Fac- 
tionalism and personal rival- 
ries are endemic. The main 
support of the Communist 
parties derives, not from the 
peasants and workers, bat 
from a smaller segment of 
Middle Eastern society — the 
new urban groups which are 
the source of present unrest 
and the potential source of 
power. 


“Thus far, however, the Com- 
munists have converted only a 
small portion of this segment, 
many of them, moreover, mem- 
bers of religious and ethnic mi- 
norities. The bulk of the new 
urban groups— discontented, 
but unable entirely to renounce 
traditional symbols and aspira- 
tions—is pulled instead toward 
various local interpretations of 
national socialism. 

Some Infiltration. 

“Individual Communists have, 
in certain instances, been able 
to infiltrate official government 
and army positions. Commu- 
| nists also may have entered into 
alliances against their 
| common domestic and foreign 
‘foes with certain rightists and 
‘anti-Western fronts. Although 
present Soviet requirements 
permit the Communists to ex- 
ploit the most popular theme, 
namely anti-imperialism, among 
the people of the area, they 
have been unable to capture the 
initiative in this campaign. 

“Many nationalists are aware 
that this strategy is obviously 
based on immediate Soviet, 
rather than local, needs and dis- 
trust it. It has made the Com- 
munist party almost indistin- 
guishable from other local 
groups and the majority of those 
who feel strongly on imperial- 
ism have joined, instead, those 
parties which form the core of 
the nationalist movement. Com- 
munist tacticians have been 
forced to give second place to 
issues involving social discon- 
tent, but hence have left these 
to be exploited more directly by 
other extremist groups. 


Red Weaknesses Not Decisive.

Dewey made the following ad- 
ditional generalizations on the 
use of Negro labor in the firms 
surveyed: 

1. In the few instances 
where white and Negro work- 
ers perform the same type of 
job in the same plant, they re- 
ceive the same pay and fringe 
(health and welfare) benefits. 

2. White and Negro workers 
are seldom employed side by 
side at identical operations. 

3. Negro workers have 
“scarcely a toehold” in super- 
visory jobs. 

On the last point, the study 
showed that Negro foremen were 
found in only three firms—one 
tobacco company and two tex- 
tile firms. 

No Negroes Over Whites. 

“Working foremen were found 
in one other textile firm,” the 
report said, “and a fairly large 
number of Negro leadmen and 
straw bosses were reported else- 
where. -Nevertheless the great 
majority of Negro workers cov- 
ered by this survey were direct- 
ly supervised by whites. In no 
case did Negroes work over 
whites in the chain of com- 
mand.” 

Altogether Dewey made four 
separate studies for the N.P.A.’s 
Committee of the South. These 
dealt with Negto employment in 
the Durham area for the 10 
months ending in May, 1951; in 
16 tobacco plants for the seven 
months ending in May 1951; in 
70 textile mills for 11 months 
ending in August 1951, and in 
the South Carolina manufactur- 
ing industries for the decade 
ending with 1950. 

The study is part of a series 
on bi-racial employment in dif- 
ferent southern cities and indus- 
tries. The Committee of the 
South is made up of 81 leaders 
in the area’s business, educa- 
tion, agriculture, finance, gov- 
ernment, industry, press and ra- 
dio fields.

Benson Invites Lightning 

Secretary Benson's order putting his reorgan- 
ization of the Soil Conservation Service into 
immediate effect defies advice from soil conser- 
vation specialists and from members of Con- 
gress. His statement at his early Monday morn- 
ing press conference that President Eisenhower 
approves his action is an engraved invitation 
for agricultural lightning to strike at the Ad- 
ministration as a whole. 

Republican Representative Bender of Ohio, 
chairman of a House Government Operations sub- 
committee, had formally asked the Secretary 
not to put the plan into operation right away. 
He wanted time for his committee to hold hear- 
ings on the subject some time néxt month. 

G.O.P. Representative Hope of Kansas, chair- 
man of the House Agriculture Committee, a 
possible successor as Secretary of Agriculture if 
Benson should leave the post, wanted the plan 
shelved at least until Congress reconvenes in 
January. Republican Senator Carison of Kan- 
sas had asked for a delay. 

The directors of the National Association of 


Soil Conservation Districts had protested against | 


the reorganization plan. Its president, Waters 
Davis, had said the plan would wreck the soil 
conservation program. ° 

A five-state delegation of soil conservation 
officials waited on Benson and begged him not 
to go ahead with the proposal to close the seven 
regional offices of the Soil Conservation Service. 

With depressed beef prices, mounting uncer- 
tainty over price supports, and inadequate fed- 
eral relief from the drouth, Secretary Benson 
was already in deep trouble. There were cries 
for his scalp and rumors that he would be fired 
or would resign. 

This new action is bound to increase those 
cries and rumors many-fold. His statement that 
he acted with the “full knowledge and approval 
of President Eisenhower” directs the protest 
against the Soil Conservation reorganization to 
the President and his Administration. 

A President is, in fact, always associated with 
the acts of members of his Cabinet. Secretary 
Benson's statement associates President Eisen- 
hower with his act in public formality as well. 
His statement also is likely to have the effect 
of associating the President and Administration 
more closely with the entire performance of 
the Secretary, including earlier causes of farm 
dissatisfaction. 
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A Halfback Named J.C. 

A question that had been bothering us was 
answered twice in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Why, we had been wondering, didn’t somebody 
ask J. C. Caroline what the J. C. stood for? Why 
should the phenomenal right halfback at the 
University of Illinois run up all those yards 
without anybody finding out his name? 

We saw the answer first in the spread of the 
Tllinois-Minnesota game in our PICTURES sec- 
tion. “He has no first name, uses initials J.C.,” 
said the thoughtful writer of the underlines. 
Then sports writer, Robert Morrison, reporting 
Illinois’ victory over Purdue, spoke of the new 
record breaker as “the rugged sophomore with 
only initials for a front name.” 

That answers our first question, but now a 
second arises. Wouldn't Mr. Caroline like to 
give J.C. some content? If so we have some 
suggestions. J.C. explores a lot of territory each 
Saturday and so might like to bear the name 
of a famous explorer. If so John Cabot, first 
Englishman to see North America; Jacques 
Cartier, discoverer of the St. Lawrence, and 
John Colter first tourist in the Yellowstone 
area, are possibilities. If he has a literary turn, 
Joseph Conrad and James (Fenimore) Cooper, 
offer themselves; if art is his hobby, there are 
Jean Corot and Joos Cleef. Being from South 
Carolina he may favor John Calhoun or now 
that he lives close to Danville Uncle Joe Can- 
non. Obviously he will want to canvass the 
world of sports with Gentleman Jim Corbett and 
Jose Capablanca, the chess wizard, as starters. 
Assorted possibilities are Jacob Coxey, leader 
of the famous march down the field to Wash- 
ington; Julius Caesar, who covered a lot of 
ground himself; Johnny Chapman, who stuffed 
appleseeds in his pigskin, and Jacopo Casanova, 
who ran footloose in old Italy. 

But the greatest Illini ground gainer since 
Red Grange may well feel that he needs no one 
else’s name. And that would be wholly under- 
standable. If such is the case, we suggest 
merely Jet Combustion Caroline. 
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Month of Sticky Going 

A little more than a month ago St. Louisans 
gave the City Administration the green light to 
redevelop the plaza area. The $1,500,000 they 
voted would create a park linking Aloe and Me- 
morial plazas and pave the way for the city’s 
first redevelopment project immediately to the 
north of the enlarged park. 

How much progress has been made? The an- 
swer is “some,” but the going has been sticky. 
The city has been assured that the Federal Gov- 
ernment will advance funds to facilitate the 
downtown development and all the necessary 
paperwork has been forwarded to Washington. 
But the cash hasn't been turned loose yet and 
until it is, the Land Clearance Authority can’t 
get moving. The authority, a city agency, will 
use federal funds to pay its staff, including the 
negotiators who will do the buying for the city. 

Another hurdle is a suit to test the legality of 
the state enabling act under which the land au- 
thority was established. Among other things, the 
suit is aimed to determine whether the city may 
exercise the right of eminent domain and then 
sell the land acquired in this manner to the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. of St. Louis, a pri- 
vate concern owned by some 70 St. Louis firms. 
Several complex legal questions are involved. It 
could be some time before the suit is filed, al- 
though we hope not. 

An advance on the Federal Government's con- 
tribution could be in the hands of the city be- 
fore the end of the month, and perhaps the job 
of acquiring land can then begin. We hope all 
concerned will bear in mind that the bond issue 
election was a mandate for swift action. 

When will the dirt fly? 
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Cleared With McLeod? 

After a conference with President Eisenhow- 
er, the Socialist leader Norman Thomas said the 
President assured him Socialists should not be 
fired from federal civil service jobs. This is nat- 
urally gratifying to Mr. Thomas, but has he 
cleared the case with Scott McLeod? 

It was Scott McLeod who, as State Depart- 
ment security director, said last June he would 
never employ a Socialist for a policy-making 
job in the State Department. He did not, how- 
ever, question the loyalty of Socialists, Mr. 
Thomas thereupon stated that he did not expect 
a business Administration to let Socialists make 
policy, but that persons like Mr. McLeod seemed 
to think policy-making extended down to office 


boys. A little later McLeod extended his dictum 
well beyond Socialists and policy makers. In a 
speech at Topeka, Kan., he complained that civil 
service rules made it hard “to replace an indi- 
vidual whose viewpoint does not coincide with 
that of the Republican party.” 

Mr. McLeod is a security officer. But he 
seems to consider himself departmental arbiter 
of who is to be hired or fired for reasons other 


than security and, on top of that, an arbiter of ©

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New Power, New Problem in Bonn 


With the returns in from Sunday's state elec. 


tions in Hamburg, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 
West German government commands a pariia- 
mentary majority not even approached in any 
other of the world’s democracies today. In the 
United States, England, France and Italy——to 
cite the major examples—governments can count 
on only the narrowest victories in case of a test 
along straight party lines. Dr. Adenauer, how- 
ever, can now count on a safe two-thirds major- 
ity in both houses in Bonn. 

His margin in the upper chamber, the Bundes- 
rat, was assured when his bloc won 62 of the 120 
seats in the Hamburg provincial legislature. 
This gives his followers the right to name the 
state’s three representatives in the Bundesrat. 
Adenauer’s majority in the more important low- 
er chamber, the Bundestag, was assured when 
the Refugee party joined his coalition. 

So far as the United States is concerned, this 

means that the Chancellor’s bloc can easily 
ratify the European defense agreements. Even 
if the German supreme court should find fauit 
with these, Adenauer has the votes to make any 
constitutional changes which may become nec- 
essary. Yet as Walter Lippmann and various 
European commentators have pointed out, the 
EDC concept may have to be modified just be- 
cause of this German political solidarity. The 
French in particular are worried about a re- 
armed Germany unless they have the reassur- 
ance of British and American troops on the 
continent. 
' Also Adenauer had to give hostages to fortune 
to score his political successes. In return for 
some of his support, especially that of the 
Refugees, he is under new nationalistic pressures 
from his own followers. Some of them are far 
from having the Chancellor’s own moderate, 
right-of-center attitude. So while Adenauer’s 
hand is strengthened abroad, he faces new prob- 
lems of discipline at home. Happily his recti- 
tude and popularity promise to be equal to the 
test. " 
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Eliminating a Death Trap 

Ordinances against junking old refrigerators 
without removing the door or the latch are good 
as far as they go. Maplewood is the latest St. 
Louis county community to adopt such an ordi- 
nance, and similar actions have been taken else- 
where in the United States after a recent series 
of deaths of children trapped in abandoned re- 
frigerators. 

These ordinances, excellent in intention though 
they are,,seem likely to prove extraordinarily 
difficult to enforce. How is an abandoned re- 
frigerator to be traced back to its owner? The 
laws are a reinforcement but they can hardly 
serve as a substitute for keeping people continu- 
ously alerted to the danger of leaving junked 
refrigerators as potential death traps. Salesmen 
who sell new refrigerators, and haulers who 
take old ones away, can, among others, be most 
helpful in this regard.

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At Washington University 

Within the last several days, Washington Uni- 
versity has acquired a new administrator of 
note and lost a young faculty member of un- 
usual promise. The new administrator gained 
is an acting chancellor in the person of ‘Ethan 
A. H, Shepley, who will serve as administrative 
head of the university until a successor to 
Arthur Holly Compton is chosen. 

Mr. Shepley, who is a member of the St. Louis 
bar, was graduated from the university’s Law 
School 31 years ago. His interest in his school 
has been such that he was elected to its gov- 
erning body, the corporation, in 1940, Two years 
ago he was chosen president of the corporation 
and in that office he has become acquainted 
with problems that he will now need to handle 
as acting chancellor. 

The promising young faculty member lost is 
Robert R. Hackford, an assistant professor of 
political science, who resigned for a combina- 
tion of reasons, including his disagreement with 
the university’s “prevailing academic philoso- 
phy.” Mr. Hackford, who received his doctor of 
philosophy degree from Harvard, said his rea- 
sons for resigning were fot primarily financial 
although his salary was less than $5000 annually 
and not enough for “a normal family.” He said 
he hoped by leaving to emphasize the disparity 
between the university's distinguished School 
of Medicine and its less-well-provided-for Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts of which he was a part. 

Privately supported institutions are having 
their financial troubles and Washington Univer- 
sity is no exception. These troubles are reflected 
in salary scales and these in turn in the loss 
in promising faculty members. (The University 
of Missouri, a public institution, has been a re 
cruiting ground for eastern universities for many 
years.) Dr. Hackford’s protest about the philoso- 
phy behind the teaching at Washington Univer- 
sity is another matter. His departure under- 
scores a problem on which Acting Chancellor 
Shepley ought to seek the best guidance he can 
from his faculty. 


The Blue Hour 

These are the days when lVheure bleu really 
is blue. As you start homeward after the day’s 
work, there is still some light in the sky; but it 
is a boreal, greenish-blue light without warmth. 
The pulsating red and green neon tubes, already 
burning along the streets, cannot prevail against 
it as they will enliven the approaching night. 

With the hour comes an unexplained melan- 
choly. Maybe this half-sadness—like the dreari- 
ness of a night club before the fun begins—ex- 
plains why those songs of despond are called 
the blues. These days there is no desire to 
dream through the dusk, to wait for the glimpse 
of the evening star.

There are only three parties involved 
in fee-splitting. One — the patient — 
doesn’t know about it. And the other 
two are guilty!” 

Though surgical fee-splitting is the 
current vogue, there have been similar 
kickback and commission rackets in 
X-ray and lab work, eyeglass fittings, 
medical tests (such as specimen analy- 
ses) and checkups, and the supplying 
of orthopedic devices. 


At one time in New York City. some 
physicians even demanded kickbacks of 
20 to 50 per cent from companies sup- 
plying oxygen and oxygen tents—chis- 
eling the patient right down to his 
last breath. 


Eyeglass Price Cut One-Third 


In 1948, Robert J. Bauer, alert head 
of the Better Business Bureau of Los 
Angeles, blew the whistle on another 
fee-splitting hoax, the eyeglass racket. 
He discovered that oculists’ kickbacks 
were forcing people who needed glasses 
to pay 25 to 50 per cent more than they 
should. 

The United States Department of 
Justice swept into the act, charging 
that an eye doctor in El Paso had col- 
lected $20,000 in rebates; four doctors 
in Fort Dodge, Ia., had collected $40,- 
000, and one in Minneapolis $15,000. 

The resulting outcry brought a quick 
end to the eyeglass racket. In Los An- 
geles the cost of glasses dropped more 
than a third. 

Surgical fee-splitting has been much 
more difficult to uncover. “Tissue com- 
mittees” have tightened the rein on 
unnecessary operations in some hospi- 
tals by holding surgeons to account 
when they remove tissue later found 
under laboratory examination to be 
normal. But even this measure doesn’t 
prevent fee-splitting in necessary 
surgery. 


A Few Convictions Would Help 


The Detroit Surgical Society requires 
every member “to allow an annual au- 
dit of his books to be carried out by a 
recognized auditor” and “to make avail- 
able to the auditor any records neces- 
sary for proper audit, including certi- 
fied copies of income-tax returns.” 

Alabama, which aptly defines fee- 
splitting as the “buying and sclling of 

atients,”’ holds the practice punishable 

a fine of up to $500 for the first 
offense and imprisonment for up to 
five years for the second. 

Colorado can impose up to a $250 
fine and 30 days in jail on anyone who 
either gives or receives a split fee. 

In Kansas the penalty is up to a 
$500 fine and six months in jail. Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee have penalties of 
up to a year in jail and $1000 fine. 

Dr. Hawley declared, “In all the 23 
states put together, I haven’t heard

Between Book Ends 


Franklin and Our Freedoms 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN. by f. Bernard Cohen. 

(Sobbs-Merrii!, 320 pgs., $3.) 

This book is a notable publication in 
the “Makers of the American Tradition” 
series—a sequence of volumes devoted 
to the interpretation of the American 
mind through the writings of great fig- 
ures. In “Benjamin Franklin,” that 
most American of men is presented not 
through the medium of biography but 
“in terms of what he said, exhibiting 
qualities of belief that we esteem in our 
American tradition.” 

In times like these, when the Ameri- 
can ideal is being sullied, both at home 
and abroad, its re-affirmation through 
the writings of an eminent patriot is 
indeed a commendable public service. 

Mr. Cohen’s introduction is an elo- 
quent and informative piece of scholar- 
ship which delineates the paradox of 

Franklin, his 
idealism, his love 
of the homely 
maxim, his prac- 
ticality and his self- 
less devotion to his 
» country. Franklin's 
American (and the 
eontri b u- 
tions to America 
and the rest of the 
world) are thus 
presented, together 
With his philo- 
sophical stand 
(which, while not 
always systematic, 
was firmly based 
on the importance of experience), his 
humanitarianism, his views on religious 
freedom and on all those noble aspira- 
“tions and heritages which constitute the 
burden of the free world today. 

The selections of Franklin’s writings, 
too, have been most felicitously made. 
Briefly prefaced by instructive intro- 
ductory paragraphs, generous selections 
of his writings follow—passages from 
“Poor Richard,” the “Autobiography,” 
letters and from pamphlets, newspapers 
and magazines. 

But this is no choppy, ill-thought-out 
selection; each choice has been caréful- 
ly considered and has clear bearing on 
the main purpose of the book. This is a 
distinguished publication and people 
who have the sincere welfare of their 
country at heart will want to read it.

Republican Badgers Dulles. 


Dulles followed Manion be- 
fore the committee with a state- 
ment that the amendment would 
seriously hamper his work. He 
was given such a rough time by 
the same Senators who had eulo- 
gized Manion that finally even 
the diplomatic Dulles came to 
the end of his patience. 


He was pressed by Senator 
Arthur Watkins, Republican of 
Utah, to say why the President 
should have the right to make 
executive agreements under 
treaties with foreign govern- 
ments. 


Dulles explained that under 
the treaty signed by the United 
States and 12 Western European 
powers setting up the North At- 
laritic Treaty Organization for 
the defense of the West up to 
10,000 executive agreements 
have been entered into. 

“Do you want those all 
brought down here?” Dulles fi- 
nally said as he was badgered 
by Watkins. “Every time we 
open a new privy, we have to 
have an executive agreement. I 
take it that that answers it.”

Strong Trend to Abstraction 
In Oil and Sculpture Exhibit

Most of the leading artists of 
the St. Louis area are repre- 
sented in the annual oil paint- 
ing and sculpture prize show of 
the Artists’ Guild, which opened 
yesterday with a reception dt 
the guild galleries, 812 Union 
boulevard. Though nearly all 
contemporary styles are in eyvi- 


dence, the dominant trend 
toward abstraction continues 
apace. 


The contest, open to non- 
members and members alike, of- 
fers awards topping those of all 
other competitions restricted to 
the city and its vicinity and is 
always the highlight of the guild 
season. This year the exhibition 
extends through Nov. 29, longer 
than any other show on the 
guild calendar. 


From ‘a total of 250 entries, 50 
paintings and 10 sculptures 
were chosen by two out-of-town 
jurors. They emphasized that 
their primary concern was to se- 
lect the best work in each of 
many different idioms used by 
contestants. 

In quality, there is a slight 

ut definite improvement over 
recent annuals in the series. A 
24 per cent increase in prize | 
money was followed by a 25 per 
cent rise in the number of en- 
tries. New names in the ex- 
hibitors’ roster suggest a widen- 
ing base of artists active here.

CALLING IT A “SHILLING” 


‘NE of our seaders reminds 
0 us that while “shilling’ 

names a piece of British 
money, the term has a place as 
well im American monetary his- 
tory. His request for the word's 
origin brings out the truth of 
this assertion. A not too-elderly 
consultant says he remembers 
his grandmother referring to a 
quarter as two shillings. 


Indeed, not only was “shill- 
ing” formerly a denomination 
of money in the United States, 
it is on the record with different 
values in different regions. In 
Virginia and some New England 
States it seems to have alluded 
ot a sixth of a dollar, while in 
others it stood for the Spanish 
real, an eighth of a dollar — or 
the half quarter (1244c) which 
our consultant recalls. The real 
was known as well as a “York 
shilling,” and a state so far re- 
moved from the great Spanish- 
speaking border as New York 
counted a real as a “shilling.” 

The term is of Teutonic 
origin, the Old English “shill- 
ing” being the same word as 
“schilling” or “schelling’” or 
“skilling.” There seems to be

LDER friends of mine who 


to visit me invariably spoke 
of her serenity.
